The cited references fail to teach or suggest a log management apparatus which is coupled to a plurality of terminal equipments via at 
least one network and manages a log of a file operation performed from one of the plurality of terminal equipments with respect to a file of 
another one of the plurality of terminal equipments, and comprises an input and output 

section to obtain data via the network, and to obtain and store trace data in a trace file by starting a trace in response to a file 
operation, an extracting section to automatically extract predetermined modified contents with respect to a file from the trace file, and 
a storing section to store the predetermined modified contents in a modification log file.
